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Continuation of 13. Other: Claim 20 is not clear in regard to the structure of the upper and lower edges and would be rejected under 1 12. 
The flat, linear middle portion upper and lower edges has not been properly cliamed and as disclosed in applicant's ipecification and 
figures. As now claimed the upper and lower edges are only a "V-shape" and the linear, flat middle portions have not been adequately 
claimed. ALso the garment straps should be positively claimed in combination with the strap tensioning device since the preamble only 
claims the intended use.Any strap with the V-shape can function as claimed and meet the structural limitations. The length of the 
structure to provide the shoulder strap tensioning has not been claimed in addition to the fact that the strap tensioning deivce is about a 
garments* shoulder straps..
